JUDICIAL RENTS. 


During the greater part of the year there were four Legal and twenty-four Lay Sub-Com- 
Assistant Commissioners formed into Four Sub-Commission Courts at work in dealing mlsslona 
with applications to fix fair rents. 

The number of Originating Notices to fix Fair Rents disposed of, during the period Fair rent 
stated, by the Commissioners as a Court of first instance, principally on consent, was 400 ; 
by the Sub-Commissions, 5,804, making for the Land Commission a total of 6,204 ; and v ' ’ 

by the Civil Bill Courts, as appears by returns furnished by the Clerks of the Peace, 424. 11, 23. 

These figures are divided as follows : — . . 

For a First Statutory Term— By the Commissioners, 289 ; by the Sub-Commissions, i, n. 

2,651, total Land Commission, 2,940 ; by the Civil Bill Courts, 249, making a total of 3,189 
cases in all. _ . 

For a Second Statutory Term . — By the Commissioners, 111; by the Sub-Gommis- 17,23. 

sions, 3,153, total Land Commission, 3,264 ; and by the Civil Bill Courts, 175, making 
a total of 3,439 cases in all. 

Thus, during the year, the entire number of Fair Rent Notices so disposed of was 1 


The entire number of such applications disposed of both by Land Commission and Civil 
Bill Courts from the date of the passing of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, to the 31st 
March, 1909, was as follows For a first statutory term, 287,512 ; and for a second statu- 
ary term, 105,552 ; total, 393,064. . 

3,531 direct applications were made to the Land Commission to fix Fair Rents since 
ist April, 1908, of which 1,696 were for a first statutory term, and 1,835 were for a second 
statutory term. In the same period 747 applications were made to the Civil Bill Courts, 
of which 295 were transferred to the Land Commission. Of the 747 applications so made 
to the Civil Bill Courts there were 466 first statutory term applications, and 281 
applications were made for a second statutory term ; of these 158 first term and 137 
second term applications were transferred to the Land Commission m the year. Ihus, 
during the year, 4,278 applications to fix Fair Rents were made to the Land Commission 
and the Civil Bill Courts.

Judicial rents have been fixed during the year by the Land Commission on the reports 
of Court Valuers in 132 cases for a first statutory term, malting a total of 2,209 of such 
cases in which judicial rents were so fixed up to the 31st of March, 1909 ; and judicial 
rents were similarly fixed in 23 cases for a second statutory term, making a total of 1 376 
of such cases for a second statutory term up to the 31st of March, 1909. These figures 
include cases where the proceedings to fix rents on the reports of Court Valuers were 
taken under our Rules of the 9th November, 1898. 


Originating agreements and declarations for a first statutory term have during the 
year been lodged under the provisions of the 8th section of the Land Law. (Ireland) Act, 
1881, in 1,227 cases, of which 1,221 were lodged in the Land Commission and 6 were lodged 
in the Civil Bill Courts. 


The total number of such agreements to fix fair rents for a first statutory term lodged, 
since the passing of the Act of 1881, up to the 31st March, 1909, was 158,443. 

During the year 738 originating agreements and declarations for a second statutory 
term were lodged, of which 737 were lodged in the Land Commission, and one in the Civil 
Bill Courts. 


The total number of such agreements for a second statutory term lodged to 3 
March, 1909, was 49,685.

Tenancies. For many years there have not been any proceedings taken under the 40th Section 
Arbitra- bhe Land Law (Ireland) Act of 1881 to nominate arbitrators to fix the amount of tne 
tion. judicial rent. Since 1881 judicial rents have been fixed by this method in only 40 cases. 

During the year the number of leaseholders who applied under the provisions o 
Lease- the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, direct to the Land Commission was 50, and to e 

holders. Civil Bill Courts 11 ; 7 applications were also made to the latter Courts during the same 

period to fix judicial rents in cases where ejectments were pending pursuant to the pi- 
visions of sec. 6 of the Act referred to. There were also 35 applications under the hedemp 
tion of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1891, which during the year fell to be dealt with under 
Land Law Acts. , e j 

The total number of fair rent applications from leaseholders and grantees who . 
applied under the provisions of the Act of 1887, and under the Redemption o i 

(Ireland) Act, 1891, up to the 31st March, 1909, is 37,117, and of these applications j 

have been disposed of. 
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The entire number of rents fixed under the Land Law Acts by all the methods Total eften 
numerated to the 31st March, 1909, where the parties applied to have fair rents fixed ?/ F !* ir 
for a first statutory term, was 373,276. The total rental dealt with was £7,389,672 and t ^ s 
the aggregate judicial rent fixed in respect thereof was £5,859,090, the result being an Lund Law 
•iverage reduction of 20 • 7 per cent, over the entire country. The number of cases struck Acts, 
out, withdrawn, or dismissed was 72,719 of which latter some were disposed of on sub- 
sequent applications. The total number of cases disposed of during the period from 
bigust, 1881, to 31st March, 1909, was therefore 445,995 for a first statutory term. 

The entire number of rents fixed to the 31st March, 1909, for a second statutory term 
was 135,404. The total rental in these cases for the first statutory term was £2,435,991, 
and the aggregate judicial rent fixed in respect of the same for a second statutory term 
was £1,959,390, the result being an average reduction of 19 -6 per cent, on first term 
rents. The number of applications in such cases struck out, withdrawn, or dismissed 
was 19,833. The total number of second term cases disposed of to 31st March, 1909, was 
therefore, 155,237. 


APPEALS. ' 

Since the Irish Land Act, 1903, came into operation all Appeals in cases arising 
out of the Land Law Acts have, in pursuance of Section 88 of that Act, been heard by 
one Judicial Commissioner, assisted by a Lay Assessor. 

2,523 appeals from the Civil Bill Courts and applications for re-hearings from the timber of 
decisions of the Sub -Commissions were heard during the year under review, at 16 sittings Appeals 
held in Dublin and 23 in the country. Sittings were also held in Dublin for the disposal disposed of. 
of motions and other court business. 

753 appeals were withdrawn, making a total of 3,276 of such applications disposed 
of during the year under review. 

During the same period 1,991 appeals were lodged, as against 2,344 lodged in the 
previous year, and 2,431 lodged in the year ending 31st March, 1907. 

The total number of appeals disposed of since the passing of the Land Act of 1881 
to the 31st March, 1909, was 95,163. 

The total number of appeals lodged or reinstated was 97,398. 

The total number pending on the 1st April, 1905, was 12,071 ; on the 1st April, 1906, Appeals 
it was 9,043 ; on the 1st April, 1907, it was 5,975 ; on the 1st April, 1908, it was 3,520 ; P endui S- 
and on the 31st March, 1909, it was 2,235.

As stated in previous Reports, the Estates Commissioners deal with all applications 
®ade for the purchase and sale of “ Estates ” doming within the provisions of Sections 
1 to 23 of the Irish Land Act, 1903, and as periodical returns of their proceedings are 
made, pursuant to Sub-section 14 of Section 23 of that Act, this Report contains no re- 
erence to any proceedings within the purview of the sections referred to, or to the pro- 
ceedings of the Estates Commissioners under the Evicted Tenants (Ireland) Act, 1907.

money 56 143 cases the tenants lodged the Guarantee Deposits, the amount so lodged being 
£32,648. 

Guarantee The total amount of Guarantee Deposits retained and lodged amounted to the sum 
Deposits. 0 f £1^61,979, of which £236,697 was invested on the applications of the parties ; a large 
portion of these investments, together with £1,455,530 cash, has been transferred or paid 
to the parties entitled, partly on account of principal moneys repaid by tenant purchasers, 
and partly pursuant to the provisions of Section 68 of the Irish Land Act of 1903. 
£4,929 has been applied in discharging arrears of instalments declared to be irrecoverable 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 3 of the Act of 1885. The balance on the 31st March, 
1909, consisted of £264,923 cash, the greater portion of which is in the hands of the 
National Debt Commissioners, and a residue of invested moneys.

£13,138,832 which, with advances in 58 cases for sums amounting to £502,797 made 
to the Congested Districts Board, pursuant to Section 43 of the Land Act of 1896 and 
Section 2 (1) of the Congested Districts Board Act of 1899, brings the total amount of 
Guaranteed Land Stock issued to £13,641,629. 

The total amount of Guarantee Deposits retained in Guaranteed Land Stock and Guarantee 
lodged in cash, amounted on 31st March, 1909, to £1,175,101. Up to that date deposits De P° sits - 
represented by Guaranteed Land Stock and other Securities, resulting from re-invest- 
ments, to the nominal amount of £867,754 were released pursuant to the provisions of 
Section 29 (2) of the Land Act of 1896, and on the same date deposits represented by 
Guaranteed Land Stock and other Securities, including a small amount of cash unin- 
vested, to the nominal amount of £293,105, remained in hand.

1,813 applications under the Redemption of Rent Act have been received since the p rocee din<»s 119 
passing of that Act up to 31st March, 1909, of which 30 have been received during the i n purchase ]lg ’ 
year ended on that date. In 185 cases the landlord consented to the redemption of the cases under 
rent. The total amount of the prices fixed in 98 cases, on 59 estates in which orders were 120. 

made for redemption, was £110,129, in respect of a total rental of the holdings, as stated ot en L • 
in the applications, of £7,365 3s. lid., and the total advances sanctioned in respect of 
the prices so fixed was £98,394 Guaranteed Land Stock. Advances in cash under the 
Irish Land Act, 1903, amounting to £4,216, were sanctioned in 5 cases, the prices being 139.

Out of the total number of applications received under this Act, the landlords did Proceedings U9 
not consent to the redemption in 1,624 cases, and consequently the lessees or grantees in fair rent 
were, as the Statute and Rules provide, deemed to have made applications, as if they 
were leaseholders under the Land Act of 1887, to have a judicial rent fixed. In 1,077 ofR^Act.

Proceedings under the Landed Estates Court Act ; Section 40, Land Law 
(Ireland) Act, 1896, and Section 58 Irish Land Act, 1903. 

During the period from the passing of the Land Purchase Act of 1896 up to and Proceedings 
ending the 31st March last, 338 requests had been received from the Land Judge under under Sec. 
the 40th Section of that Act, and reports were made upon 336 of such requests, respecting ^ 
the prices at and the conditions under which the sales under the Land Purchase Acts 
of the holdings to the tenants on the estates referred to in the requests could properly 
he made. 

In 9 of the estates in which the 336 reports were made the estates were subsequently 
bought by the Congested Districts Board for Ireland by means of advances which were 
niade under Section 43 of the Act of 1896, or under Sections 72 and 77 of the Irish Land 
Act > 1993, and the proceedings in 40 estates were cancelled by the Land Judge. In 281 
estates the Orders of the Land Judge directing offers to be made to the tenants, on such 
^states were lodged, leaving 6 estates in which no such Orders had been lodged with us to

1,625 applications for £313,799 have been provisionally sanctioned during the same 
period, and 1,230 loans amounting to £215,030 have been made. The latter comp 113 
316 loans for £53,052 to tenants who had purchased their holdings direct from the Lana 
Judge, and 914 loans for £161,978 to tenants who purchased direct from the lancUoro, 
including 857 loans for £140,780 on resales by the Congested Districts Board of ej»» 
purchased by them ; of this figure £18,452 was paid direct to the Board, while £1^» 
was written off the Board’s liability in respect of advances made to it under the c 
1903 for the purchase of the estates so resold. 
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Loans in cash, were also applied for, sanctioned and made in the year in 52 cases. Advances, 
•^mounting to .£12,346, to enable tenants to purchase their holdings, pursuant to the 40th Sec- 
provisions of the 40th Section of the Land Act of 1896 as before explained. tion - 

^ Two loans representing a sum of £23,517 were made by the Land Commission Advances 
(outside the operations of the Estates Commissioners) in Cash to the Congested Districts Congested 
Board within the year under the provisions of Sections 72 and 77 of the Irish Land Districts 
let, 1903, and Section 2 (1) of the Congested Districts Board Act of 1899, making a Board - 
total of 24 loans for £120,639 under those sections to 31st March last. 

The total Loans in the year ended the 31st of March, 1909, which were made for the 
purchase of tenants’ holdings, as distinguished from the advances made by the Estates 
Commissioners for the purchase and sale of Estates, amounted to £227,686 to 1,283 
tenants. 


Summary. 

From the commencement of the Act of 1903 to the 31st March, 1909, 9,381 appli- 
cations, representing £1,752,381 have been received ; of these advances amounting to 
£1.544,368 in respect of 8,380 applications have been provisionally sanctioned, and 53 
applications for £30,016 have been dismissed for delay, defects in title, irregularity, 
insufficiency of security and other reasons. 7,559 Loans for £1,380,278 have been 
made during the same period. These figures include 4,471 loans to tenants for £594,549 
on resales by the Congested Districts Board of estates purchased by them, of this 
1385,090 was paid direct to the Board, while £209,459 was written off the Board’s 
liability in respect of Advances made to it under the Act of 1903 for the purchase of 
the estates so resold. These loans with the advances made to the Congested Districts 
Board pursuant to Sections 72 and 77 of the Act of 1903, and Section 2 (1) of the 
Congested Districts Board Act of 1899, bring the total amount of loans made (exclusive 
of advances made by the Estates Commissioners or for the purpose of the Labourers 
Acts) to £1,500,917.

During the year ended the 31st March, 1909, advances to the amount of £794,760 
had been made to Rural District Councils on the recommendation of the Local Govern- 
ment Board for the purpose of the Labourers Act, making to that date a total of 
£1,042,595 advanced by the Land Commission to the Councils since the Act came into 
force. 


Distribution of Purchase Moneys. 

All Purchase Moneys advanced for the purchase of Estates coming within Sections Distribu- 
1-23 of the Irish Land Act, 1903, including the Purchase Money of Estates sold to 
the Congested Districts Board under Section 79 of the same Act, and of lands taken “ e 
under the Evicted Tenants Act, 1907, are distributed by a Judicial Commissioner, advanced 
and in other cases of Advances under the Act of 1903 by one of the otheT Com mi s- under Act 
sioners.

On the 1st instant, an examination of the respective figures showed that Advances 
bad been made by the Estates Commissioners to the amount of £29,025,447, of which 
£U50,32l was transferred to the Land Judge, leaving £27,875,126 for distribution 
b y a Judicial Commissioner. Of this amount £25,681,202 has been distributed, together

References to Judicial Commissioner in Land Purchase Cases 

Pursuant to Section 23 (1) of the Irish Land Act of 1903 any question of law may 
if the Estates Commissioners think fit, and shall, on the application of any person 
interested, be referred for the decision of a Judicial Commissioner. In the twelve month* 
under review 20 questions were so referred ; of these 17 were decided by the Judicia 
Commissioner, in 1 case the question was remitted to the Estates Commissioners for 
further inquiry and information as to the facts ; and 2 cases were referred by the 
Judicial Commissioner to the King’s Bench Division of the High Court pursuant ti 
Section 71 of the Act of 1903 ; these 2 cases were undecided by that Court on the 
31st March last.

Appeals to the Judicial Commissioner under Section 2 (8) of the 
Evicted Tenants (Ireland) Act, 1907. 

Appeals in 7 cases have been made to 31st March last under Sec. 2 (8) of the Evicted 
Tenants (Ireland) Act, 1907, which provides that any persons aggrieved by any deter- 
mination of the Estates Commissioners fixing the price of the land proposed to be ac- 
quired under that Act may appeal to the Judicial Commissioner, who shall hear in 
the prescribed manner and determine the appeal, in all of these cases the appeals had 
been determined by the 31st March last. In 5 of these cases the appeals to increase 
the prices fixed were dismissed, and in the remaining 2 cases the prices fixed were 
increased. 


Payment of Purchasers’ Instalments. 


Payment, On the 1st November last, tlie total amount payable in respect of Advances under 
Instalments the Purchase Act of 1885 for the annuities which had then become due including 
Act of 18S5. arrears unpaid on that date, was £368,402, payable by 25,372 payers. Of this amount 
£355,687 had been paid on 31st March, 1909, by 24,072 payers, leaving £12,715 due by 
1,300 purchasers. Of this sum £2,000 was due by 162 persons who owed more than one 
instalment. The £12,715 in arrear on the 31st March has been reduced to £3,582 
due by 342 purchasers at the 1st instant. The yearly annuities payable by 25,344 
purchasers under the Act of 1885 have matured for decennial revision pursuant to 
Section 25 of the Land Act of 1896. 

Act of 1891. With regard to. the payment of the annuities payable under the Purchase of Lana 
Act, 1891, the amount receivable on. the 1st November last, from 46,846 payers, was 
£512,457, as compared with 46,837 payers and £517,943 payable on 1st November, 
1907, of this £499,261 had been paid on 31st March last, leaving £13,196 due by 1,5 
purchasers. Of this sum £2,941 14s. 4 d. was due by 175 persons who owed more than 
one instalment. The £13,196 in arrear on the 31st March has, at the 1st instant, been 
reduced to £3,280 due by 365 payers. The yearly annuities payable by 1 , 
purchasers under the Act of 1891 have matured for decennial revision pursuan 
Section 25 of the Act of 1896. . .

the Land Commission have instituted proceedings to take possession of the holdings 
pen ding resale. In 8 of such cases, where possession was taken, the holdings were on 
31 st March last still in hands for resale. 


Interest tn Lieu op Rent. 

During the year ended the 31st March last the total amount of Interest in lieu of 
rent collectible under the provisions of the 35th Section of the Purchase of Land 
(Ireland) Act, 1896, was £1,590,447 from 165,991 tenant purchasers, together with 163. 

£18,070 arrears due by 2,262 payers from the previous year, making £1,608,517 in all, 
as compared with £1,185,268 (including arrears) from 1,487 payers in the previous 
year. The great increase in the amount to be collected was due to the lodgment of a 
very considerable number of Purchase Agreements with the Estates Commissioners 
immediately prior to the 1st November last, and the task of collecting, within the 
limited time available, the. interest in lieu of rent payable under those Agreements 
taxed the Collection Department to the utmost. Of this £1,566,254 was collected by 
the 31st March last, leaving an arrear of £42,263 due by some 6,047 payers. This figure 
has, at the 1st instant, been reduced to £17,447 due by 2,203 payers. The amount so 
collected was paid out to the persons entitled to receive it as rapidly as possible on 
its receipt. 


Local Registration op Title (Ireland) Act, 1891. 

Notices in the prescribed form were, pursuant to the provisions of Section 23 (1) (6) Current 
of the above Act, lodged with the Registering Authority during the year for theses, 
purpose of having the titles of the tenant purchasers registered in all cases where the 
advances in aid of purchase were made in the year. 

2,699 copies of Land Certificates, exclusive of copies “written up,” were issued 
in the year free of charge to the Registered owners or their solicitors. 


Temporalities op Late Established Church. 

The property of the late Established Church, which was vested in the Land Com- income and 
mission in 1881, produced during the year a total receipt of £563,601 including £236,378 Anniwl 
received for the proceeds of sales of property and the redemption of income. Out of 
the sums so received, and the balance brought forward from previous year, payments Fmul 
have been made during the year amounting to £565,216 for charges on the Church 
Fund, including £150,0(10 balance of capital debt due under the Relief of Distress Act, 

1880, and £200,000 in part discharge of liability under Intermediate Education (Ireland) 

Act, 1878. 

The normal annual income receivable, including terminable annuities to the amount statement 
of £140,735 for the present financial year, estimated on the 1st April, 1909, is £307,250. ns to 
The fixed annual charges on the fund with cost allowed for administration, taken on 
the same date, amount to £207,910, thus the income temporarily exceeds the annual ditiu . e 
expenditure by £99,340, wliicb balance is utilised in reducing the capital debt winch 
on 31st March, 1909, amounted to £3,600,000. The effect of redemptions of the Church l 

Income under the Land Purchase Acts and the cessor of the receipt of terminable 
annuities, and the reduction of Tithe Rent Charges and Perpetuity Rents as explained 
below, it is estimated will, in a few years hence, reduce the income below the estimated 
expenditure. Further particulars respecting the income and expenditure are shown 
in the Appendix. . 

Dining the year 5 cases, representing an Annual Income of £15 were ^ admitted 
to the benefits of Section 3 of the Tithe Rent charge (Ireland) Act, 1900, and the re- ]gotK 
auctions amounted to £3 15s 5 d. per annum. , , 10 _ 

Since the passing of that Act 15,049 cases covering an Annual Revenue ol £137, u/y 
were so admitted; the reductions amounted to £32,181 being an average of 23 5 per 
cent, on the income affected by the Act, and 1,193 cases representing an Annual Income 
°f £4,459 were excluded by Section 8 from the benefits of the Act.
